HER ARRIVAL AT THE FEDERAL CAPITAL. 


‘President Cl+veland Sends His Carriage 
with Four Grays for the Ride to the 
Hotel—Continued Cheering. 


Quarantine, 8. I., May 19.—The day

and glittered in the sunlight. 

Nhe arrival late yesterday afternoon of 
the Spanish steamer Reina Maria Christina, 
having on board the Infanta Eulalie, 
her husband and L’rince Antoine D’Orleans 
aud the members of their party Was somie- 
what of a surprise, as she was not expected 

early this morning. ‘This did not 
interfere with the arrangements. for the 
reception of the representatives of the queen

Firing Salutes. 

At 9:30 o’clock the Spanish vessels weighed 
anchor and passing in were preceded by the 
Dolphin, which had been awaiting their 
morements off the government docks. The 
Dolphin steamed ahead, leading the way 
up through the ship channel, saluting with 
her bow chaser. 

About .10:15 o’clock the spars and white 
hull of the Dolphin showed out plainly be- 
youd the gray walls of Fort Wadsworth 
and about three cable lengths behind her 
followed the Reina Maria Christina. About 
the same distance behind came the Infanta 


. Isabel. The Reina Maria Christina and In- 


fanta Isabel were dressed rainbow fashion, 
while the Dolphin, which carries no yards, 
had all her bunting set fore and aft. The 
Dolphin ran past her dock here and came to 
anchor. The Reina Maria Christina fol- 
lowed, dropping her anchor in front of the 
wharf. The Infanta Isabel passed the other 
Spanish vessel and took the position be- 
tween the Dolphin and the Reina Maria

made at the quarantine and not in the lower 
bay. Dr. Jenkins boarded the Rena Maria 
Christina to pay his respects to the infanta 
and shortly afterward an eight-oared boat 
with the Spanish flag in the stern and the 
purple standard of Spain in front of it, was 
pulled to the gangway. 
Spanish National Salute. 


Ns «As the infanta and Prince Antoine went 


over the side, the Saragossa band on the 
Reina Maria Christina struck up the Span- 
ish national anthem. The smail boat then 
pailed around the Reina Maria Christina 
and headed for the Infanta Isabel which was 
surrounded by tugs, yachts and small boats. 

“As the boat bearing the intanta ap- 
proached the warship the yards were manned 
and as she went on board a salute of 
twenty-one guns was fired. When the guns 
of the warship had ceased their booming 
the cannon at Fort Hamilton took up the 
sumin and answered the salute gun for 
gun. Upon the cessation of the firing the 
crew of the Infanta Isabel gave three cheers 
for their royal visitor. 

At 11:10 o’elock Infanta Isabel hove her 
anchor and headed up the bay and with her 
royal passengers proceeded for Jersey City. 

_ The Infanta Disembarks. 

Jersey City, N. J., May 19.—The Infanta 
Eulaiie and her party disembarked from 
the warship Infanta Isabel at 1:05 o'clock 
p. i. Salutes were exchanged between the 
Spanish vessel and the Dolphin while the 
party were being landed. 

Her Receprtiou in Washington. 
/Washington, May 19.—The royal train 
bearing Infauta Euialie and suite arrived in 
Washington at 8:40 o'clock tonight. An 
immense crowd gathered in the vicinity of 
ie Pennsylvania station more than an hour 
before the train arrived. The attaches of 
tue Spauish legation were there as early as 
io clock, a8 Were representatives of nearly 
ui the foreign governments. There was a 
sur among the rapidiy gathering throng 
and a faint cheér as the representatives o 
the United States rode up and formed in a 
long line on the Sixth street side of the 
sation. They wore fatigue unifurin. 

Secretary Gresham aud Assistant Secre- 
tary Qwacy came shortly after the arrival] 
of the cavalry in Mr. Gresham’s carriage 
followed almost instantly by a handsvine 
barouche drawn by four magnificent bay 
horses. It was Dresident Cleveland’s car- 
riage seni for the use of the princess and 
the presileut's coachman and a footman 
Were of the box. 

Other otticials began to arriev. Colonel 
John M. Wilson, of the army, corhmissioner 
of public buildings and grounds, wore a 
full uniform iu his capacity as the military 
representative of the president. Assistant 
Adee aud Chief Clerk Rockhill, of the state 
vepartinent, were also in attendance. A 
huinber of railroad porters caused a flutter 
in the crowd by laying a double width of 
carpet along the east side of the platform.

The ride up Pennsylvania avenue was de- 
void of any special incident, except on 
one or two occasions, when the horses be- 
came eieatly unmanageable, but were soon 
brought under ‘control. Occasionally in re 
sponse to salutations from the crowd 
retary Gresham lifted his hat and the prin- 
cess graciously bowed. She was seated on 
the right of the secretary facing Prince 
Antoine and the Spanish minister and seemed 
particularly please? as the demonstration of 
cordiality manifested itself, but kept up a 
continual conversation with -the premier 
of the administration. 

The apartments occupied by the princess 
and her suite at the Arlington are historie. 
They are annexed to the hotel, but form 
& separate house. It was the old residence 
of Charles Sumner and is built’ of stones 
thronghout. The sides of the square bound- 
ing the park are innumerable houses, few less 
historic than that in which the infanta now 
rests. The royal apartments contain seven 
sleeping rooms, three parlors and a private 
dining room with four bedrooms on an upper 
floor for the use of the servants. 

Flowers from Mrs. Cleveland. 


A large bunch of sweet peas stood on a 
table in the parlor from Mrs. Curry. Other 
floral gifts were around, but the chief among 
them rested on the table in the princess's 

rivate drawing room-on the second floor. 

t was a tribute from Mrs. Cleveland and 
consisted of a huge basket of magnificent 
Americau beauties and lilies of the valley. 

It was 8:55 o'clock when the column of 
truopers turned the corner of Pennsylvania 
avenue and came up to the hotel. The cav- 
alry moved quickly up and wheeled into 
line, coming to dress parade. Immediatel 
behind came ‘the president's four-in-hand. 
The spirited team, uettled by the cheers of 
the crowd, refused to approach the curb, 
but were quickly obedient to the touch of 
the whip. The princess alighted and, tak- 
ing the arm of Secretary Gresham, and 
followed by her husband, the prince and 
the Spanish minister, entered the Sumner 
annex. The streets were thronged with 
people and a loud cheer went up as the prin- 
cess stepped tdé™the pavement. 


All Heads Bared. 


“Hats off,” shouted some one in the crowd 
and immediately every head was uncovered. 
It was with great diticulty that the police 
kept people from surging forward. 

Colonel John M. Wilson received the 
party at the door. 

Immediately upon entering the house the 
princess passed into the reception room 
accompanied by Secretary Gresham 
Assistant Secretaries Adee and Quincey and 
her suite. A moment later the — represen- 
tatives of the government retired and Com- 
mander Davis bade the party good nighr. 

_All preparations had been made to serve 
dinner, but owing to the fact that dinner 
was had on the train the beautiful private 
dining room was not used tonight. Although 
expressing herself as not at all fatigued, the 
princess soon retired to her own reoms to 
secure a good night's rest preparatory to 
the festivities that await her. Tomorrow 
morning she will pay her respects to the pres- 
ident and Mrs. Cleveland. The programme 
for the day beyond that has not been agreed 
upon.

ATLANTA GETS IT. 


The International League of Press Clubs 
to Meet Here, 


ATLANTA'S INVITATION PRESENTED 


And Unanimously Accepted by the 
Newspaper Men. 


MRS. GORDON, OUR REPRESENTATIVE, 


Is Given an Enthusiastic Reception in the 
Northwest—The New Officers 
oftbe Big League. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 19.—(Special.)—At- 
lanta has won the next press club convel- 
tion. Twelve months hence the delegates 
of the International League of Press Clubs 
will meet in Georgia’s beautiful capital. 
This resolution was unanimously adopted 
at the concluding session of the convention 
of 1893 in this city. | 

All of the delegates are delighted at the 
prospect of visiting the sunny south under 
Such agreeable conditions. 

Georgia did not win the contest too ea- 
sily. The competition among the principal 
‘sities of the north and east was very vic- 
wrous. New York, Boston, Toledo and 
Providence were eager to entertain the 
league in 1894, and had instructed their de!- 
egates to use every argument to induce the 
convention to decide upon some one of them. 

Tolddo promised royal entertainment to 
the members of visiting clubs, and the Hub 
offered a cordial] welcome to its classic 
shades, But when the generous invitations 
telegraphed to Mrs. Gordon by Governor 
Northen, Mr. Clark Howell, Mrs. 
E. T. Byington and other  prom- 
inent Georgians were read 10 
the convention the question was practically 
settled. Mrs. Gordon assured her fellow del- 
egates that not only the newspaper fraterni- 
ty of Atlanta, but every one in the grand 
old En‘pire State of the South would receive 
them With that hospitality for which Georgia 
is justl) noted and many shining lights of 
journalism secon Atlanta’s claims. 

When President DeYoung opened the even- 
ing’s session Stephen Boles, chairman of 
the committee on lo ution, read the report 
prepared by him and his colleagues. He said 
that there had been two candidates for the 
next place of meeting, one Atlanta (applause) 
and the other Toledo. He, the chairman, 
said he had the distinguished honor to rep- 
resent Toledo and her claims. After snen- 
tioning what they were, he said that the 
committee had unanimously, however, re- 
ported in favor of Atlanta. 

‘The fact that Atlanta has won is entirely 
due to the correctness and logie of the ar- 
gument advanced by Mrs. Gordon, the rep- 
resentative from Georgia,” said Mr. Boles. 
‘"loledo had the distinguished honor te en- 
tertain the Geargit editors some time ago 
and we know that shall we of Toledo go in 
a body to that beautiful Georgia city of 
the south that we will be treated like princes 
of the blood royal and descendants of 
kings.” 

When Mr. Bales sat down. the conven- 
fon was cn masse and burst into wild ap- 
plause. The cheering continued for 
real minutes and it was with difficulty that 
President DeYoung could make himself 
heard. 

T. J. Keenan, Jr., of Pitssburg, moved 
that the report of the committee selecting 
Atlanta be adopted and Frank Courtenay 
Barber, of the New York Press Club, sec- 
onded the motion. This was carried unani- 
mously amid loud cheering. 

When the applause had subsided Murat 
Tialstead, in a neat little speech, expressed 
his great delight at the choice of the con- 
vention William Baerrie, the newspaper 
millionaire of Brooklyn, thanked the econ- 
vention in the name of the New York Press 
Club for having selected Atlanta. Secretary 
Price then read a letter from Mrs. Gordon, 
which was as follows: 

Mr. President and Members of the Conven- 
tion—It is with much warmth of appreciation 
that I thank you for your beautiful courtesy 
to me, the only gouthern woman delegate 
present. It delights me te take my place as 
a member of your fawily of clubs. I shall 
tell our people in the southland of your re- 
sponsiveness, when I came with my mes- 
sige of good feeling embodied in my invita- 
tion to you to be our guests in Georgia next 
year at the meeting the convention, and 
they with me will adept it as a grasp of 


friendship to our-extended hand.

The Road Almost Completed, 


Dublin, Ga., May 19.--The Oconee and 
Western railroad, formerly the Empire and 
Dublin, has almost entirely completed its 
grade to the Whitesville and Tennille railroad 
depot, the objective point, near the court- 
house. and is now laying rails within the 
corpgate limits of Dublin. This road, now 
so nearly completed, at present extends from 
Hawkinsvilile to Dublin and is a first-class 
broad-gauge road in all of its appointments.

A BATTLE BETWEEN LAWYERS. 


The Effort to Wrest the Port Royal and 
Augusta from Mr. Comer Is Being 
Vigorously Pushed.

Augusta, Ga., May 19.—(Special.)—A 
great fight for the appointment of Colonel 
T. J. Averill, as permanent receiver of 
the Port Royal and Augusta ‘railway, was 
on today. The question was heard by 
Judge Roney, in chambers. 

A brilliant array of attorneys was in- 
terested in the case. The Central railroad 
Was represented by Mr. Alex R. Lawson, 
Jr., of Savannah; Major J. B. Cumming 
and Major Joseph Ganahl, of Augusta. 
Messrs. W. J. Verdier, of Beaufort, and 
Alex C. King, of Atlanta, represent Henry 
B. King, et al., petitioners for receiver, and 
Augustine T. Smith and A. M. Lee, of 
Charleston, are attorneys for Temporary Re- 
ceiver Averill. ‘The Central railroad is 
fighting the appointment of Colonel J. H. 
Averill as permanent receiver, and this 
morning answered the charges upon which* 
Colonel Averill was made temporary re- 
ceiver, and its attorneys now Want the 
ottice of receiver vacated and the affairs 
of the road returned to the charge of Re- 
ceiver Comer, of the Central. The Central 
railway, in its answer to the rule to show 
cause why the receiver should not be ap- 
pointed, answered that the petition is not 
sufficient in law, and does not set forth a 
good and valid cause of action against the 
defendant, and that the court has not 
jurisdiction to appoint a receiver or grant 
any injunction against the defendant until 
judgment is had adjudicating that the de- 
fendant has been guilty of alleged acts and 
doings. 

The defendant admits tWat its stock in 
the road consists of \7,000 — shares, 
and admifs further that on the 15th of 
July, 1878, the Port Royal and Augusta 
creuted two series of bounds, secured by a 
trust deed executed to the Union Trust 
Company, of New York. The Centra] de- 
nied that the Augusta and Savannah rail- 
way leased by the Central is in active com- 


‘petition with the Port Royal and Augusta. 


The Central denies that it bought a con- 
trolling interest in the Port Royal and Au- 


egusta for the purpose of preventing the 


development of the commerce of Port Royal, 
and denies that it has let the property of 
the company run down, and explains that the 
object in moving the shops from Port Royal 
to Augusta was for economical purposes, 
The defengant denies that by. any manage- 
ment whatsoever the Port Royal and Au- 
gusta could have been able to pay the in- 
terest upon the sum of $2,800,000 and there- 
after a dividend upon the stock, and de- 
nies that the road lIfas been greatly dam- 
aged by any connection with the Central. 
The defendant denies that the Central is in- 
debted to the Port Roya] and Augusta jn 
the sum of $500,000,~or in any other sum, 
earnings and profits by the Central taken 
from the Port Royal and Augusta, but on 
the contrary, alleges the Port Royal is in- 
debted to the Central for a large amount 
of business and for railway facilities, and 
for funds loaned to pay its indebtedness. 
The defendant denies that the Central is 
without authority and power to own stocks 
and bonds of the Port Royal road. 

The Central railway, in its declaration, 
then averred that ‘fixed charges to the 
amount of $127,720 must be paid annually

Joe Lee Has Yes Toy Arrested for 
Perjury. 


BREAKS OUT IN A NEW PLACE. 


Prey to the Toughs at the Jail— 
Bail Furnished. 


Yee Toy, a yellow-skinned, almond-eyed 
sieepy-looking, graceless of manner, tongue- 
tied and puzzled at everything American 
ay be a tine sort of Chinese patriot, or he 
may be only a commgp kind of Chinaman 
of the-faking class earth earthy. 

Joe Lee is another Chinaman very much 
brighter looking, less stupid, more American, 
more dudish and with eyes that sbap with 
fre and a countenance that glows with 
shrewdness and naughbtiness. Joe belongs to 
a very happy class of his countrymen, who 
are American and progressive in their ideas 
and who have not only discarded the con- 
ventional dress of the orient, but have 
adopted America as their permanent home. 
Yee Toy is a representative of a class di- 
rectly opposed to that to which Lee be 
Jongs. 

On Tuesday there was a clash between 
these two classes and Recorder Calhoun 
had an opportunity to hear the full history 
of Chinese politics in Atlanta. “Me trial in 
police court was detailed in rhe Constitu- 
rion at the time, but it did not end with 
the disposition made of it by Recorder Cal- 
irarees 
: Six Chinamen fought over their differances 
in Joe Lee's laundry at 178 Marietta street 
last Monday night. The fight, it was ex: 
plained in court, was caused by the differ- 
ences of opinion in regard to the Geary 
Chinese exclusion act entertained by the 
two classes of Chinamen in Atlanta. One 
class favored it and had complied with its 
provisions by registering, etc. This class 
comprised Joe Lee and the Chinamen who 
have adopted American styles of dress. The 
other class still Wear 
natre land. “The ficht was precipitated 
en account of their differences and was a 
rough one. 

At the trial Yee Toy swore in very choice 
Chinese into the ear of a_wise-looking 1- 
terpreter that Joe Lee had. stolen $35 out 
ot his pocket. He jabbered it out in Chinese 
and the interpreger said it over to the judge, 
much to the amusement of the inspectors 
and greatly to the dismay of Joe Lee, whose 
integrity was involved. 


m 


He-did not go away from the trial with 


any warm feelings toward Yee Toy and he 
determined to punish him for his testimony. 
It was unsupported by any other and was 
so very weak of itself that it had no weight 
with the court. Yesterday Lee had Yee Toy 
arrested on a warrant for perjury and be 
fore the astonished and puzzled Chinaman 
knew what was the matter he was in the 
eounty jail. His advent at the jail was an 
event in jail circles and created something 
of a sensation. , 

For upwards of five hours he was the 
butt of many a rough joke perpetrated by 
the rough prisoners and he was not long 1u 
concluding that life in the Atlanta jail was 
not worth living.

Dr. Martin, the evahgelist, preached to an 
immense congregation at the tabernacle last 
bight. 

His subject was “‘Triumph,”’ and from the 
opening syllable to the closing exhortation he 
held the undivided attention of his hearers. 
The sermom was one of remarkable power, 
and its effect was clearly visible tipon the 
faces of those who listened. 

The meetings have been steadily growing in 
interest, and according to the statement of 
noe Avho has been regular throughout the ser- 
vices, occupying a front bench, the last ser- 
mva that Dr. Martin preaches is the best. 

All who have heard the eloquent divine 
agree that a more powerful minister of the 
gospel hag never been heard in this city. 
‘Those who have not heard Dr. Martin should 
make it a point to. hear him before he leaves 
the city, His preaching thus far has been 
attended by many remarkable conversions 
and several baptisms were the result of his 
preaching yesterday afternoon. 

If all were familiar with the eloquence and 
rower of this able evangelist there would 
not be a vacant seat in the taberaacie al- 
though its seating capacity is over two thou- 
sand. 

The sermon last night was based on the 
utterance of Paul, the apostle, ‘“Thanks be to 
God, who causes us to triumph through Je- 
sus Christ.’’ Triumph, said the evangelist, 
implied enemies, All Christians had their 
foes, and this was necessary, since the Chris- 
Tan life was a warfare. The enemies of the 
Christian were classified in the Bible as the 
world, the flesh and the devil. No enemy 
could be found that did not fall under one of 
these subdivisions. = 

Although the Christian was in the world 
the world was his enemy. When a man was 
converted and commenced to lead a Chris- 
tian life, he was not then ready for heaven, 
Heaven could get along without the Chris- 
tian, It was the Christian who coyld not get 
along witbout heaven. When a man was con- 
verted he was then prepared to live and to, be 
of use and sefvice in the world. He could 
then assist others to overcome it, and thus 
contribute to bring about its subjugation for 
the benefit of those who were seeking to ac- 
cdmplish that end. 

The flesh was another enemy. Man was the 
victim of his passions and sinful appetites, 
It was necessary for him to overcome these 
in order to experience the Chritian’s triumph 
and exaltation, It was a difficult matter to 
do this,for human nature W's weak, bul with- 
the grace of God and the determination to 
overcome evil, there could be no doubt as to 
the final result. 

The devil was another enemy, and was the 
cause of great havoc throughout the world. 
There were many who refused to believe in a 
devil because he was not discernible with the 
eye. There qas once 9 man whe offereu 
$500 to any one who would convince him that 
such a thing as a devil actualiy existed. A 
preacher came to his town to carry on a re- 
vival meeting, and the infidel went to see him. 

‘You are the man, I believe,’’ said he, “‘that 
eats infidels?’’ 

“No, sir, * replied the preacher, ‘tyou have 
been misinformed, My stomach revolts —at 
the idca of such an unbealthy diet.”’ 

“Ah,”’ said the skeptic, ‘‘you seem to be 
cutspoken, out can you give me any prvof as 
to the reality of the devil? I suppose you 
have heafG of my standing reward of $500?" 

‘What kind of proof do you want?” inquired 
the preacher, ignoring the latter part of the 
speech. 

“Trot him out,” was the reply of the skep- 
tic. ‘Trot him out.”’ 

‘Look here,”’ said the preacher, addressing 
the infidel, “have you an intellect?” 

“About as much as a preacher, I suppose.’”’ 
was the astonished reply. 

“Well, trot it out, then,” said the preacher. 

The man looked astonished and seemed to be 
at a loss to know what to say. 

“By the same logic,’’ resumed the preacher, 
“which you employ to prove that the devil 
does not exist, I can prove that you are an 
idjot. There are many things which be believe 
that we cannot see or unflerstand.’ The man 
seemed to have enough of the argument ‘and 
left the place. 

The world, continued Dr. Martin, is full of 
the evidences of the devil, We do not haye 
to see him in order to be apprised of the evi} 
he is doing. He ts in us and around us and 
the triumph of the Christian consists In over. 
coming him. 

Another classification of the enemy was that 
of sin and death. Sin, to be overcome, must 
be routed in three ways. We must overcome 
the guilt of it, through pardon; the power of 
it and the love of it, The last encmy to over- 
come was that of death, and that could be 
overcome through faith in Jesns Christ. 

The evangelist then spoke of the efficacy of 
love, With more of love, or rather more of 
its avowal, the Christian would be greatly 
uplifted in his Christian endeavors. ‘The 
husband was reminded of the time when the 
moon was wreathed in a softer light, and the 
the flowers yielded a more delicate perfume, 
in sympathy with the feeling which prompted 
him to a declaration of thost old sweet words, 
“I love you.” If that man offered to kiss his 
wife now or to embrace her, she would think 
he was going to die. There should be a 
greater manifestation of love on the part of 
husbands for their wives and wives for their 
husbands, parents for their children and chil- 
dren for their parents. In this way the tri- 
umph of Christianity would be more ocmplete 
and thousands -would be encuuraged on to vic- 
tory. 

The gospel invitation was then sung, and 
several embraced the offer of salvation. 

Dr. Martin will preach tonight on the sub- 
ject “Do all fWings work for good?” He will, 
no doubt, be greeted with an overflowing con- 
giegation.

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Woman's Suffrage Created Dissension in 
the W. C. T. U. Meeting. 


THE WOMEN WANT TO VOTE. 


The President, Mrs. McClendon, Has Had 
Enough of Secession— Mrs. Dr. Fel- 
ton’s Lively Speech. 


The fifth district Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union meeting had a stormy 
time of it yesterday afternoon, and for a 
time there was some lively spatting. 

The cause of the agitation was an UuD- 
timely discussion of woman’s suffrage and 
whether or net the union’s members of the 
fifth district meeting should éndorse the 
suffrage plank in the platform adopted by 
the national temperance convention some 
ume ago, 

‘The discussion was very warm on all 
sides and several times more than three la- 
dies attempted to argue at once; the suc 
cess Was not a signal ove and the floor was 
given to a fourth candidate for oratorical 
honors. In fact, the usual routine of the 
temperance union’s quiet work was  consid- 
erably diversified. ; 

The bombshell was thrown into the 
meeting in the shape of a resolution to the 
following effect: 

Kesolved, That we believe that it is the 
duty of the women of Georgia, and especially 
of the members of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, to petition the next legis- 
lature for an amendment to the constitution 
of Georgia which will give the women of 
Georgia equal rights before the law, aud full 
ang, equal suffrage with men. 

“One of the ladies got up. and made @ 
speech in favor of pushing the work to 
secure Woman's suffrage, if porsible, and 
to have the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union lend all its effortg in that direction. 
The speaker declared that, woman has al- 
ways been considered as being on a lower 
plane than man, and that such would al- 
ways be the case if the female portion of 
the race did not get suffrage at once. 

“We are not on a lower plane,” said Mrs. 
Kilby; “we are working for Christ. If we 
do get what we want in the shape of wo- 
man’s suffrage, it won't raise us one inch. 
This question of suffrage has always cre- 
ated dissension whenever it was brought 
forward, and I think that it should be 
dropped.” And the speaker's eyes flashed 
in indignation. Ee 

During Mrs. Kilby’s talk the president, 
Mrs. McClendon, begged to be allowed to 
interpolate a word, and stated in vigorous 
terms that the women were handicapped in 
their temperance work. 

‘“TLis suffrage plank has created dissen- 
sion,” replied ‘Mrs. Kilby. ay 

“No! No! Never!” exclaimed a lady rising 
in an excited manner, but she was squelched 
for the time. ° 

Mrs. Hardwick, the delegate from Con- 
vers, then secured the floor and told the 
woeful story of how her own union had 
had twenty-three members, and that all 
of them had deserted. except her, on ac- 
count of woman's suffrage, but that she 
was still for suffrage. After this suffrage 
stock went down a couple of notches, only 
to.rise again. 

».e Unde.stands Secession, 

“There is a plank in the platform adopted 
by the national convention,” said Presivent 
McClendon, “which declares for Woman's 
suffrage, and 1 do not believe in secession. 
1 have seen the baleful effects of secession,” 
she added, “just about the time Sherman 
Wis bombarding Atlanta, I was hiding in 
a cellar out on Peachtree street. No more 
secession for me.” 

At this witty sally on the part of the 
president, the entixe assemblage enjoyed a 
hearty laugh. 

Mrs. Il*. W. Miller then arose to the oe- 
casion and declared that her husband wis 
an earnest advocate of woman’s suffraze, 
and that he had converted her to woman's 
suffrage. 

Miss Lillie Reynolds declared that she did 
not believe that woman’s suffrage saved 
souls any faster. This announcement ap- 
peared to create something like a furore, for 
both the president and secretary and an- 
other lady started to their feet to argue 
this interesting point, Dut nothing sensa- 
tional resulted. 

The discussion for and against the reso- 
lution waxed so warm and so long that the 
president resorted to heroic measures. 

“Those who would rather have woman’s 
suffrage than saloons, please stand up,” 
asked President McClendon. 

Eleven ladies stood up. 

“Now,” she continued, “those that would 
rather have saloons than woman’s suffrage, 
please stand up.” 

The silence that followed this was several 
feet deep, but the anti-suffrage party 
wouldn’t be downed, and finally the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That we memorialize the state 
society for the adoption of the suffrage plank 
in the platform of the national convention. 

Mrs. Dr. Veltan’s Speech. 

One of the most interesting features of 
yesterday was the very 
lively speech of Mrs. Dr. Felton, whtich is 
reproduced in part. The convention ad- 
journed to meet at some place to be named 
by the executive committee. 

Permit me to say, said Mrs. Felton, a 
few words about the future of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union in Georgia. 
The open persecution by certain preachers 
will have its effect on timid hearts and 
minds in our midst and the love of some 
will wax cold because of this fear of church 
ostracism, but this attack on Christian 
women, who have violated no church ordi- 
nance, who live upto their church duties and 
who cling to the love of Christ, which con- 
straineth them to go out into the highways 
and byways to rescue the perishing, will 
greatly intensify their love by their suffer- 
ing and injustice. Never fear. If God is for 
us we can be content. If we are driven from 
the churches that formerly sheltered us. we

The question is largely one of official 
amenity, and as it is assuming some im- 
portance in view of recent develop- 
| ments, we propose to discuss it impar- 
tially and candidly. 

It is held by public meny the press 
and the people generally that certain 
amenities in official life, handed down 
from generation to generation and 
‘strengthened by innumerable _ prece- 
dents, should be regarded and ob- 
served as a binding though unwritten 
law. The idea is that a cabinet official 
should not go outside of his own field 
and jurisdiction to interfere in qatters 
which custom and practice have placed 
under the control of other officials, nor 
should these officials in turn invade the 
province of a member of the cabinet. 

Now, ft is alleged that Secretary 
Smith interfered when Congressman 
Crisp urged the appointment of Mr. 
Bascom Myrick fo the Berlin consul- 


i ship, and again interfered in the Con- 


yers postmastership before Congress- 
man Livingston had investigated the ap- 
plications for that position. Mr. My- 
rick lived {n Mr. Crisp’s home town, and 
Conyers was Mr. Livingston’s home 
postoffice. The two congressmen were 
acting in matters of importance that 
concerned their constituents, and which 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
interior department. 

There is a general desire to have this 
question finally settled. If the old 
customs and amenities so long observed 
in public life between officials are to be 
abandoned the people-want to know it. 
On the other hand, if members of the 
cabinet are expected to look after their 
own departments while the congress- 
men will work for the interests of their 
constituents, that fact should be under- 
stood. 

The intimation is thrown out by some 
of our contemporaries that Secretary 
Smith and Mr. Livingston are not on 
good terms. This has nothing to do 
with the principle of the thing. Mr. 
Livingston has rendered valuable ser- 
vice to the democratic party and to the 
administration, and if other congress- 
men are to be recognized in the appoint- 
ments heretofore held to be«subject to 
their advice or control, no shadow of 
excuse can be given for ignoring him.

“President Cleveland dealt the mugwumps & 
severe blow today. He resented being called 
& mugwump himself, and said he would not 
appoint any man to office who doubted his 
democracy. a 4 

“Mr Cleveland was angry when he said this. 
His very emphatic declaration was n.ade to 
Secretary-Hoke Smith, who had been backing 

C. Oweus, of Kentucky for the consul 
generalship to Berlin. The other prominent 
candidate for the position was Bascom My- 
rick, editor of The Times-Recorder, of Amer- 
icus, Ga., where Speaker Crisp lives. Mr. 
Crisp has been making a strong and determin- 
ed fight for his fellow townsman, and would 
probably have succeeded but for the _§ac- 
tion of the secretary of the interior. 

“Mr. Smith told the president the edi- 
tor had called Mr. Cleveland a mugwamp, 
and had called his democracy into question. 

“The president demanded that copies of the 
issue of the paper containing the editorial 
‘slings’ at him should be produced. 

“Secretary Smith took them to the white 
house today; and after reading them, Mr. 
Cleveland declared that he would appoint no 
man to office who doubted his democracg.’’ 

We should want further evidence before ac- 
cepting this interesting story as true. In the 
first place, a narrative printed by The Her- 
ald represents the Hon. Hoke Smith as labor- 
ing to prevent the appointment of a fellow 
Georgian and nu brothe editor to 
a lucrative office, that office be- 
ing entirely outside of § the Hon. 
Hoke Smith’s own official field and jurisdic- 
tion. More than this, worse than this, It 
represents Secretary Hoke Smith as resorting 
to the underhand methods of the courtier 
and the back stairs councillor in order to 
prejudice Mr. Cleveland against a fellow 
Georgian and professional brother. 

In the second place, the statement that 
Mr. Cleveland has laid down the general prin- 
ciple that he will not appoint to any office 
any man who ever called him a mugwunmp, is 
inherently improbable. He has appointed, 
to office men who themselves are mugwumps. 
If a candidate otherwise well fitted to occu- 
py a post of public trust, is ineligible in 
Mr. Cleveland's opinion merely because at 
some previous time h® has called Mr. Cleve- 
land a mugwump, if the name, even when 
unjustly applied, is so odious to Mr. Cleveland 
as that, is it conceivable that under any cir- 
cumstances he could be induced to confer 
office upon a man who is really a mugwump 
and no mistake? 

Put even supposing that Mr. Cleveland 
hates every form of mugwuampery and every- 
thing mugwumpish with so flerce a hatred that 
no insult cohld cut him deeper than that 
which the Hon. Hoke Smith ts accused of 
raking up in the case of his fellow Georgian 
and prother editor, we cannot believe The 
Herald’s story. It attributes to the president 
a smallness of soul and a magnitude of per- 
sonal vanity which are incredible. He has 
shown on more than one occasion a magnani- 
mous willingness to overlook and forgive 
offenses against himself individually, when 
public interests were concerned. 

There is one gentleman, for instance. now 
in daily official intercourse with the president, 
who in the past has called Mr. Cleveland 
names in comparison with which the epithet 
of mugwump is flattery itself. And yet this 
circumstance did not prevent Mr. Cleveland 
from inviting his defamer into his cabinet.

Goes Crazy. : 


The frenzied madman who, on two oe- 
casions, held the police at bay with a drawn 
revolver, and who once shot himself in an 
insane attempt to murder an oflicer, plowed 
a neat little furrow across the head of 
Patrolman Randall with a pistol ball last 
night, after that officer had engaged in a 
wat thrilling hand-to-hand encoupter with 
im, 


lor a narrow escape and desperate fight- 
ing, the terrible struggle Otlicer Randall 
had With the crazy man last night has no 
parallel in police annais, excep it be the 
two other instances im which the same 
wild lunatic Las igureu. ln each of three 
instances officers bad bair-breudth escapes 
from the lunatic’s deadly pistol. 

ihe man with whom Patrolman Randall 
fought wag Gus Allen, the stationary en- 
Sineer, who, it will be remembered, became 
a lunatic on his wedding ‘night about ten 
months ago aud made a nearly successful 
eifort to kill his relatives and then himself, 

his time he secured a big pistol and drove 
the entire famuy from the nouse. Once in 
the room he made such a noise as to at- 
tmict the attention of Cali Oihcer Beavers, 
who was passing. Beavers went in ‘and 
Allen jumped at him. Allen is a powerful 
man, abd is hard for two men to handle. 
die literally’ tore otf Beavers’s coat, and 
then threw his pistol to his head to take 
his own life. Beayers strack the pistol, 
and the ball miss! his head, but carried 
off the thumb of his left hand. 

Nearly two years ago Allen became wild, 
and chased Patrolmen Bethea and Lanford 
with a pistol He was terrific in his vio- 
lence, and the wonder is that the officers 
were not killed. They finally succeeded. in 
subduing the wild man, but not until after 
a terrible fight, and after he had held them 
at bay for ever so long with a big pistol. 
Despite these two narrow escapes, Allen 
has been allowed to go free, and last night 
he repeated his crazy tactics with the 
Variation that he succeeded in bringing the 
blood from an oflicer with a pistol ball. 

About o'clock last night Patrolman 
tandall Was called to the house of Allen’s 
wife, o9 Haynes street, near \ the city 
limits. Allen was there, and was raving 
with another of his terrible spells of in- 
sanity. Randall tried to quiet him, but 
the frenzied man jumped up and showed 
fight. Randall is a small man, but he is 
all fight, and he tried to manage the crazy 
man. 

Allen pulled out his pistol, but Randall 
caught his hands to prevent his using it. 
The crazy man held the pistol under his 
right arm, and as he fought he made 
desperate attempts to get it into his hand 
ready for use. A wild animal could not 
have fought with more fury than did 
Allen. He scratched and hit and kicked, 
and handled the officer easily. 

Randall saw that Allen was getting the 
better of him and he snatched his pisctol 
from his pocket. This gave Allen an op- 
portunity, which he did not lose, ‘of get- 
ting his pistol in his hand. With a power- 
ful blow he sent Randall’s pistq] spinning 
several feet away, and with a loud cry of 
triumph placed his own revolver against 
Randall’s head. 

Randall tore the pistol away from beside 
his head and tried hard to wrench it from 


Allen’s hand. but failed. In a moment 
Allen again had the pistol to Randall's 


head, and placing it to the temple pressed 
the trigger. 

Oniv a swift blow on Allen's arm saved 
Randall’s life. A second’s delay, and Ran- 
dall would have fallen with a pistol hole 
through his head. But, knocking the pietol 
upward, the ball which would have, gone 
trengh his head plowed its way for several 
inches along the scalp, making only a pain- 
ful flesh wound. 

Fecling the sting of fhe leaden ball and 
rendered strong with desperation, Randall 
caught hold of the emoking revolver and, 
with a mighty effort. wrenched it from the 
hand of the infuriated Madman. His pistol 
gone, Allen jerked imself loose from the 
hold of the officer and ran away with the 
flectness of a deer. 

Randal! pursued Allen almost to the city 
limits, when he gave up the chase. He 
then went to the police station, where he 
reported the encounter to Captain Thomp- 
son. In the struggle he lost his pistol, but 
came off with the big gun Allen had used. 

Randall’s wounds were dressed, and a half 
dozen offcera went in search of Allen. 
Every officer on the foree was notified to 
arrest Allen, if found. He is known to he 
the most dangerons character the police 
have to deal with. He is a Sampson in 
streneth, 2nd, when infuriated, is hard to 
handle.

Bad Life, She Drank Until She 
Was Unbalauced. 


A comely looking young woman, neatly 
dressed in a street costume and carrying in 
her hand a ladies’ umbrella, walked past 
police headquarters and up Decatur street 
towards the Kimball house yesterday morn- 
ing.

The council, 
however, must provide for the issuing of 
the bonds, and it is for that purpose that 
the council has been called together next 
Monday.

A. J. Laird, Assistant Postmaster of 
LaGrange, Is a Defauiter. 


MISS STELLA LAIRD WAS POSTMISTRESS 


Her Father, the Absconder, Had Her 
Under Complete Control—Shortage 
Will Be Made Good 


A. J. Laird, assistant postmaster at 
LaGrange, has skipped the town and is 
very probably hobnobbiug somewhere with 
Harry Hill. 

The peculiar position that Laird held 
makes his crime worse, and he is the more 
severely censured. He left LaGrange on 
the 7th of this month, just in time to evade 
the clutches of Postoffice Inspector Baird, 
who was at work trying to unravel the sit- 
uation in a satisfactory manner. 

The work the inspector ha d on his hands 
Wag particularly delicate, and he had to use 
a great deal of circumspectness in order to 
keep from bringing innocent parties into the 
defalcation. The true inwardness of the 
absconding of Laird, who is a defaulter 
to the amount of $2,000, is a very interest- 
ing story. 

Miss Stella Laird, the daughter of A. J. 

ird, is the postmistress of the LaGrange 
postofiice, having been appointed in 18Yv, 
although she lived in Alabama. Laird, it 
appears, not only has complete control over 
his daughter as a father. but he dominated 
over her to the extent of forcing her to ap- 
point Wim assistant postmaster. In this 
position he managed to run the entire bus- 
iness at the postottice, MfSs Stella doing 
the clerical work, assisted by her sister. 

Finally the inspector got wind of some- 
thing crodked, and went down to the post- 
office to make a thorough investigation. 
He had not beeg at work on the books but 
a short time when he found out that some- 
thing was radically wrong. This examina- 
tion was begun on May 6th, and before 
hight the’shortage bad run up into the 
several hundreds. While there was a pal- 
pable shortage. Inspector Baird did not 
know which party to place under arrest, as 
he could not determine the guilty person. 
He allowed the matter to rest tat night 
without making any arrests or taking 
out any warrants, and on the next day 
Assistant Postmaster Laird skipped out. 
This placed the guilt upon Lairad’s shoul- 
ders and the inspector concluded his exam- 
ination, discovering that the shortage in 
money orders and postal notes was buf Ifitle 
less than $2,000. 

The daughters are prostrafe® at the mis- 
fortune that has befallen them, and Miss 
Stella acknowledged ,that she was com- 
pletely in the power of her father. The 
crime is an unusual one, to say the least, as 
it is very seldom that a father is unnatural 
enough to take advantage of the position 
occupied by his daughter in order to be- 
come a criminal, and then leave his wife 
and children. 

Miss Laird’s bond is good for the amount 
of the shortage, as her security is exception- 
ally fine. Messrs. Wiley, both prominent 
citizens of Montgomery are the two on 
her bond and they can easily make his

A CELEBRATED LAWSUIT. 


That Case in Which Georgia and Tennessee 
Are Mutually Concerned. 

_It was mentioned in yesterday's Constitu- 
tion that Colonel Chapman had gone to 
Nashville to attend the session of the 
federal cOurt there ag a witness in cases 
against some Tennessee mountaineers who, 
it is alleged, killed three revenue officers 
more than a year ago. 

These men are charged with murder in 
the federal court, and this case raises a 
jurisdictional question ag to the powers of 
the federal courts and the state-courts that 
makes the case one of profound general 
interest. When Lieutenant McIntyre was 
killed In Towns county, about 1875, the 
alleged assassins were tried for murder in 
tbe state courts in the county where the 
crime Was committed; also, when Revenue 
Officer Merritt was killed, the defendants 
were tried for murder in the state courts 
in Gainesville, as the crime was committed 
in Hall county. John R. MeCoy was al- 
leged to have killed a revenue officer in 
Cherokee county a few years ago, and 
McCoy was tried for murder in Cherokee 
county, in the state courts, and convicted 
on the first trial, which the supreme court 
reversed, and he was acquitted on the 
second trial. In the present case, the de- 
fendants will be tried in the federal court 
at Nashville, hundreds of miles from the 
scene of the offense, and not in the state 
courts; and the lawyers for the moun- 
taineerg will rely on a decision by Judges 
Lamar and Newman to oust the federal 
jurisdiction. The original intention of the 
Jnited States government wae to try these 
mountaineers in the state courts for mur- 
der in the county where the crime was com- 
mitted, in the mountains of Tennessee, and 
try them as for conspiracy to injure revenue 
officers in the federal courts, leaving it en- 
tirely to the state authorities, as heretofore, 
to deal with the murder feature of the 
crime. But Colonel Chapman happened to 
mention this fact to Mr. Ed 
A. Angier, then assistant district 
attorney, who stated he believed 
the men could be tried and punished for 
murder in the federal court at Nashville, 
and, at Colonel Chapman’s request, Mr. 
Angier wrote out his views and ouflined the 
indietments, which were sent to Washing- 
ton and approved, and instructiong issued 
to press the case, as to all its features 
murder and ig aye both, in the Unit 
States courts. demurrer to the indict- 
ments wag filed, but Judge H. W. Jackson 
sustained the indictment. It was because 
of Judge Jackson’s decision in this case 
that Senators Isham G. Harris and W. E. 
Bate, of Tennessee, at first “kicked” at 
Judge Jackson’s promotion to the supreme 
bench, but withdrew their objections, satis- 
fied the autonomy df state rights and the 
state courts would be preserved. It hae 
long been supposed that the federal courts 
only had jurisdiction in cases of murder 
where the homicide occurred on the high 
seas, on territory ceded to the United 
States, and a very few such rare exc 
tional cases; but, if this case at Nashville 
is sustained, the sphere of the federal courts 
is greatly broadened. —

lt grows out of the escapade of Harry 
Hill, who induced the attorney to take an 
terest in the business—or, at least, it is 
so alleged—and after making him false 
Assuranees, and getung his cool $5,000, 
skipped ‘the country, leaving him in the - 
jJured. sf 
Several weeks ago a petition was filed in 
the clerk’s office in which it was claimed 
that considerable doubt existed as to the 
uiombership’ and, also, the solvency of the 
company. It was charged that Mr, Hill, 
woo Was the. only ostensible member of 
the company, Shad refysed to disclose the 
Dawes of his assotlules, oF give any salle 
faction to the creditors Whatever; for which 
reason it Was urged that a temporary re- 
ceiver be appoilled to take charge of the 
eais. Joseph N. Moody whs named by 
Judge Clarke as temporary receiver and he 
Was given the authority. of aw to 
enter up 1 the discuarge of bis duties as 
such recelver. 

When the temporary receiver made his 
demand for the assets, he found that Mr. 
Echols was in charge of the establishment, 
and stubbornly refused to surrender the 

: claiming that he was the absolute

tiaving met with this refusal, a second 
petit followed on the part .of the credi- 
ors, in Which it Was prayed that the court's 
junction might issue ‘to restrain Mr.

This petition was 
cranted and the injunction issued. 

Mr. Evhols,. however, acting upon the

Then followed the application which was 
made to Judge Clarke last Thursday after- 
noon, in which it was alleged that Mr.

The creditors of the Willson Whisky

His intention was not to act in violation 
of any of the court's instructions, for as he 
understood it, the business wis not that of 
the Willson Whisky Company, but his own 
absolute property, for which he had paid 
the consideration of S5.000. 

He stated to the court that he had been 
erossly imposed upon and that if the prop- 
erty was decreed not to be his own and he 
was adjudged to be in contempt, he would 
be a ruined man. His statment had the 
full merit of plausibility, and the sympathy 
of many in the courtroom appeared to be 
with him in his defense of his conduct. 

Judge Clarke. after hearing both sides of 
the ease, refused to render an immediate 
decrsion. He stated that he would give the 
matter due consideration and annuonce 
his opinion upon the case this morning. 

Phis morning. therefore, at 9 o'clock 
Mr. Echols will learn’ his fate from the
